5. POLITICAL SITUATION: I i NOTED THAT WHILE THE 

ECONOMY IS COMING BACK TO LIFE, HE SEES EVIDENCE THAT 
RWANDA IS SLIDING BACK TOWARDS A TRADITIONAL TUTSI REGIME, 
A VIEW SHARED BY THE BELGIAN EMBASSY IN KIGALI. THIS LED 
TO A GENERAL DISCUSSION WITH SPECIAL COORDINATOR TOWNSEND 

FRIEDMAN AS TO WHETHER TUTSI DOMINANCE WAS BY DESIGN OR 
MERELY A REFLECTION OF THE PREDOMINANTLY TUTSI COMPOSITION 
OF THE RPF . THE BELGIANS TEND TO DISCOUNT THE IDEA OF A 
MASTER PLAN. THEY ARE CONVINCED, HOWEVER, THAT THE 
GOVERNMENT IS EXECUTING A PLAN TO DISCREDIT THEM AND THUS
